report. The final version of the search report reads 

[United States Patent No. 5 633 080] was considered the 
closest prior art with the difference between [United States Patent 
No. 5 633 080] and claim 1 is that in [United States Patent No. 5 
633 080], glass spheres are added instead of light absorbent 
composition which absorbs specifically at wavelength which 
correspond to the dimensions of the domains of the fillers (380- 
720nm). 

Since there are no comparative examples according to 
[United States Patent No. 5 633 080] in the present application, the 
objective technical problem is to provide further polymer 
(polyester) compositions present no haze effect. In the different 
documents cites which relate to the decrease of haze and to more 
clarity of films made with such polyester (polymer) ([United States 
Patent No. 5 475 046 and United States Patent No. 5 674 618]), 
such technical problem is not solved by the specific colorants used. 
It is merely solved by the size reduction of the particles and their 
amounts in the film.
